4. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as argued by 
the applicant's representative, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination with 
any other references, fails to specifically teach means of determining if particles are 
distributed within the object in a three-dimensional pattern and means of determining the 
authenticity of the object based on a check code and authentication code. These 
limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention were not shown 
by the prior art of record.
